Herald Files Relate Story Of Flood? 


Many Residents Recall 1913's Events 


The twentieth anniversary, 


Sunday, of the great 1913 
flood probably found many 
Clrcleville residents recalling 
the events of that disastrous 
inundation which caused over 
$325,000 property damage >m 
Pickaway-co. 


The Scloto river at Clrcle- 


ville reached 
the 
highest 


mark In its history at 5 a. m. 
Wednesday, March 26, 1913, 
when the guage measured 24 
feet and two inches. The 
light and water companies of 
the city were flooded and out 
of commission); r a i l r o a d 
tracks were washed out; 
trains were held up, and 
22 county bridges were swept 
away with damage estimated 
at $300,000. 


Although no lives were lost 


in Pickaway-co, a number of 
narrow escapes from, death by 
drowning were recorded, par- 
ticularly in the north end of 
the city where Hargus creek 
overflowed its banks and in- 
undated property north of the 
Hargus creek bridge. Quot- 
ing The Herald of the time:

000,000 has been collected by Osage 
Indians from oil on their allotments. 


The 2,227 headrights of the tribe 


have drawn about $110,000 each, and 
the lands are far from depleted, 
said George Beanlieu, head of the 
oil and gas department of the Osage 
agency. 


The area, already having 9,480 oil 


wells and 431 gas wells, was de- 
scribed by Beauiieu as "the coming 
oil field of northern Oklahoma."

Little was 
known about its 
prevention a n d 
cure. But since 
the discovery ot 
the germ of tu- 
berculosis, great 
strides have been 
m a d e In o \i r 
knowledge of the 
disease. 


Many persons 


believe that tu- 
berculosis is In- 
curable. This is 
not true. 
It is 


now possible to 


cure many, indeed, most cases of 
this disease. Where cure is not pos- 
sibly life- can be prolonged and made 
more comfortable. 
Almost always 


CLirly recognition of the disease in- 
sures prompt recovery. 


Within recent years a new form 


of treatment for tuberculosis of tlie 


has been perfected. This is the 


so-called "pneumothorax treatment". 
It is of tremendous value in certain 
selected cases. The reports of this 


" form of treatment have been most 
gratifying. 


The treatment consists of collap- 


sing the affected lung-. This' is ac- 
complished by piercing through the 
pleura, or lining of the chest cavity, 
with a long- needle and permitting the 
air within Lhc lung to escape. As a 
result, the lung is gradually-.^col- 
lafised. In order to prevent the lung 
from expanding, air is pumped into 
tlie cavity, outside of the collapsed 
lung. The process is repeated from 
time to time and is spoken of tech- 
nically as a "refill". 


The "Re6H" Treatment 


The first treatment must be given 


at a hospital. The following treat- 
ments may be given at the doctor's 
office. 
Numerous clinics have been 


established throughout the country 
equipped with facilities for "refills". 
This arrangement has enabled many 
sufferers from tuberculosis to receive 
this valuable treatment and continue 
with their daily duties. 


It is amaking to see the beneficial 


effect 
of this procedure. 
Severe 


coughing, loss of weight and presence 
of tubercular germs in the sputum 
disappear shortly after the inaugura- 
tion of this treatment. Collapse of 
the lung enables the cavity or tuber- 
cular spot to heal. 
Many patients 


who receive this form of treatment 
go about their daily work m good 
physical"co'ffditibh. good spirits and 
with every expectancy of cure. 


The involved lung is observed by 


X-ray examinations arid the progress 
ss carefully checked. The sputum is 
Repeatedly tested for germs of tuber- 
gulosis. 


"-: When the treatment is completed 
and cure made possible, the "refills" 
are discontinued and the Jung al: 
-lowed to expand. 
No ill effects are 


observed. 
- In certain cases it is difficult to 
collapse the diseased lung. Surgery 
must be -resorted to and in rare in- 
stances portions of the ribs are re- 
moved before the lung is collapsed. 
Even such cases are benefited and 
the results are encouraging. 
| 


Tuberculosis 
is 
no longer the 


dreaded v.-hite plague. It continues 
to be a foe to mankind but we are 
familiar with the methods of preven- 
tion and control of the malady. Un- 
doubtedly, the day will come when 
man will gain complete supremacy 
over this dreaded disease.

Men Charged With Slaying 


Young Texan and Attack- 


ing Companion. 


HOUSTON, Tex., March 27. — 


Bloodhounds and officers combed 
South 
Houston today for two 


armed negroes who shortly after 
midnight murdered a young white 
man and attacked his woman com- 
panion. 


William Porch, Jr, 25, member 


of a prominent family, was 
shot 


dead when he attempted to prevent 
the negroes from 
molesting his 


companion, Miss Adele Torian, 25, 
stenographer. 


The hysterical-girt toid officers 


how the negroes had bound her, 
hand and foot, and threw her 
across the dead man's body after 
they attacked her. 


Miss Torian told polios tHat 


they had parked-their car along a 
street near the residential section 
and were talking, shortly 
after 


midnight. The light of tbslr 
car 


was burning1. 


Out of the darknesstwo negroes 


sprung to the side of the car, one 
on each side. 
Both were armed 


with pistols. They ordered the 
couple out of the" car. One of the 
negroes grabbed the girl by an 
arm. 


"Hers, you can't do that to 


her!" the young- man shouted and 
jumped for the negro. 


The other negro swore at him. 


"I told you to keep your hands 
up'" The H3gro shot once and the 
young man fell Police believe he 
was killed instantly.
